One F-86 Sabre jet was lost in a 
jet battle, and one {dan*' crashed 
after a mechanical failure. 
Last week the Fifth Air Force 
lost 14 planes. The weekly aver­ 
age is about IO.

jets during the week, but th*' FI* d 
planes all managed to limp back 
to their Manchurian .sanctuary. 
Count on Plane* 
In Tokyo, Far Fast Air Forces 
said 355 Communist planes ct all 
types have been destroyed since 
the w ar began. Another 102 were 
listed as probably destroyed and 
403 damaged. This included 220 
MIGs destroyed. 53 probably de­ 
stroyed and 343 damaged. 
Allied losses were given as 188 
planes, including 180 jets. This 
includes some Marine losses but 
none for the navy. 
The report came as U. S. Sabre 
jets damaged three Red MIG-15s 
and probably destroyed another 
in two clashes over northwestern 
Korea Saturday.

morning snow flurries and thick 
clouds cleared away. Only twice 
before have that

Stores Hit 
U. S. Marine Corsair pilots re­ 
ported they’ destroyed 15 storage 
buildings and four supply stacks 
Saturday in an attack southwest 
of Kosong near the front on the 
east coast. 
Air force fightcr-bombers cut 
rail lines in northwest Korea in 
several places and claimed a rail 
bridge destroyed near Sinanju.

In the complaint, William Vogt, 
tho federation's national director, 
said tho hospital s action was an 
“apparent 
violation of the law 
forbidding discrimination against 
employes for rare, creed, color or 
national origin solely on religious 
grounds.” 
He wrote to Edward W. Ed­ 
wards. chairman of the commis­ 
sion. that the hospital’s move was 
‘‘coercion of the physicians 
in­ 
volved and an infringement of I he 
freedom of Dutchess county citi­ 
zens to receive medical advice on 
family planning.” 
Called ('urb of Freedom 
The action also is a “direct a t­ 
tempt to curb” the freedom of 
the doctors to “support a program 
of preventive medicine and per­ 
haps indirectly to limit them in 
their private practice bv depriv­ 
ing them of the use of the hospi­ 
tal unless they w’ould renounce 
Planned Parenthood." the com­ 
plaint said. 
Edwards said a study will be 
made to determine whether the 
hospital's action violates the law. 
He noted that the law requires 
a complaint to he filed by an “ag­ 
grieved person who charges he 
was 
discriminated 
against.” 
In 
this case. that would be one of 
the 
seven 
physicians, 
none 
of 
whom have comnlaincd personal­ 
ly. Edwards said another doubt- j 
ful consideration was whether the 
doctors were actual hospital em- • 
ploVes in the meaning of the law.

Inside the big mansion nearby. 
where the king was horn and 
where he died. Queen Elizalieth II 
proclaimed throughout the land 
yesterday as the new ruler of the 
British Realm 
remained closeted 
in deep mourning with her mother 
and sister and others of the royal 
family. 
The new queen’s flag flew high 
over Sandringham house. 
It was 
raised 
there 
yesterday 
when 
finally 
she 
reunited 
with 
her 
bereaved family after first per­ 
forming the first heavy solemn 
duties of her queenly station. Her 
father’s standard, which had flown 
over the mansion until his quiet 
death in sleep Wednesday, now 
covers his oaken coffin. 
The body of the fallen monarch 
lay in the nave of the little gray- 
stone 16th century church of St. 


Mary Magdalene. 200 yards down 
a winding garden path over which 
it had licen carried last night in 
the eerie moonlight from the big 
residence. 
A village policemen stood guard 
at the wrought iron gates near the 
chapel. 
Only the 300 odd vil­ 
lagers whom he could recognize as 
the king’s own workers were ad­ 
mitted. 
During 
the 
morning, 
mainly tile wives came. 
The new queen had asked that 
work at Sandringham go on to­ 
day just as any other day. 
The 
men stayed at their jobs—tending 
the animals and gardens and other 
duties on the vast estate -except 
for the King’s game keepers, who 
kept a silent watch over the coffin. 
On the coffin was a silver plate 
engraved “Albert Frederick Ar­ 
thur George Windsor, born 1895 
died 1952.”

There was a warm fragrance of 
flowers 
roses, apple blossom, hy­ 
acinths, carnations and lily-of-the- 
valley—from the wreaths which 
lay on the closed coffin.

T hat’s a question puzzling some 
Washington political observers*as 
well as many supporters of Sena­ 
tor Robert A. Taft of Ohio and 
Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower. 
The Taft camp thinks Stassen is 
off the political beam in challeng­ 
ing 
the 
senator 
on 
his 
home 
grounds in Ohio and forcing him 
to run in such states as Illinois 
and West Virginia, where he had 
not planned to enter. 
The Ohioan’s supporters accuse 
Stassen of being an Eisenhower 
stalking horse and heading a stop- 
Taft drive—both of which he de­ 
nies. 
Eisenhower backers are sore at 
Stassen for leaving his name in 
the March l l New Hampshire pri­ 
mary, where they figure he is like­ 
ly to cut into tho vote for the 
general and thus help Taft. 
They regard Stassen’s move to 
keep Minnesota’s convention vote 


in his own camp as a blow where 
it hurts. 
Rut Stassen, a young man who 
feels he has a mission to rebuild 
the Republican party along what 
he calls more progressive lines, 
goes determinedly on his way as 
though he expected to have the 
presidential nomination within his 
grasp at the Chicago convention. 
From what 
he says himself. 
Stassen’s whole campaign is based 
primarily on (I) the assumption 
Eisenhower w’on’t return from Eu­ 
rope and thus won’t get the nomi­ 
nation, (2) the possibility he can 
demonstrate popularity in primary 
confects and «3> the evident hope 
he ran emerge as a compromise 
candidate.

New’ York, Feb. 9 <JPi—Fifteen 
thousand cheering, singing “Ike” 
rooters today told General Dwight 
D. Eisenhower they want him to 
be the nation's next president. 
Undaunted by his absence in Eu­ 
rope, they came from as far away 
as Texas and as close by as Brook­ 
lyn to say it. 
An unusually youthful crowd, 
led by equally youthful politicians, 
converged on Madison Square Gar­ 
den late last night by plane, train, 
subway and bus and stayed until 
the early hours in the morning. 
Colorfully clad Texans, placard- 
carrying Long Islanders, a score 
of louisianans, winter-clad sports­ 
men from New Hampshire paraded 
through West Side streets to the 
arena for the presidential year’s 
first major political rally. 
It didn’t get under way until 
after l l p. rn. 
It lasted until one o’clock in the 
morning. 
Leaders Overjoyed 
The crowd didn’t fill Madison 
Square Garden—another three or 
four thousand could have gotten 
in—but Eisenhower leaders were 
overjoyed at the turnout. 
“I think it’s the most spectacu­ 
lar thing in political history,” said 
Arthur H. Vandenberg, Jr., nation­ 
al chairman of the new “citizens 
for Eisenhower.” 
"A turnout of this proportion at 
widespread. 
He contends he will , this staKe of the campajgn js un- 
win the Wisconsin primary, where 
he is entered against Taft. 
If he 
does that, of course, he will be­ 
come a major factor to be reck­ 
oned with.

Alkus 
said 
something 
about stumbling blocks that is 
worth our pondering in an article 
she wrote for the “Kiwanis Maga­ 
zine” last summer. 
“Most of us,” 
she said, “carry our own stumbling 
blocks around with us; we camou­ 
flage it with a hat.” 
What she meant to suggest, I 
am sure, is that it makes all kinds 
of difference how we look upon 
the obstacles which we encounter. 
Do we allow our obstacles to be­ 
come stumbling blocks? Or do we 
insist, whatever they are, that 
they serve us as stepping stones to 
some worthy goal that lies beyond. 
We all know that the person who 
stops at the first sign of a hin­ 
drance never gets anywhere, for 
hindrances swarm in the pathway 
of every life. 
Those who make 
something out of their life, and 
have fun doing it, are the ones 
who see every obstacle as some­ 
thing upon which to practice the 
wits in preparation for further 
living. 
J. S. Hoyland has a line 
in one of his poems in which he 
expresses gratitude to God “for 
the foes which are but the raw 
material of our victory.” 
Next Tuesday we shall celebrate 
Abraham Lincoln’s birthday. Why 
do 
we remember 
this 
homely 
gaunt man from Kentucky? 
One 
thing is certain: we do not remem­ 
ber him because he never faced 
any obstacles. When Lincoln was 
a young man he ran for the legis­ 
lature in Illinois and was badly 
swamped. 
He next entered busi­ 
ness, failed, and spent seventeen 
years of his life paying up the 
debts of a worthless partner. 
He 
was in love with a beautiful wom­ 
an to whom he became engaged. 
Then she died. 
Entering politics 
again, he ran for Congress and 
was badly defeated. He then tried 


to get an appointment to the 
United States Land Office but 
failed. He became a candidate for 
the United States Senate and was 
again defeated. 
In 1856 he be­ 
came a candidate for the vice­ 
presidency and lost out. 
Failure 
and defeat dogged Lincoln. 
But 
he used them as stepping stones. 
It is literally true to say of 
Abraham Lincoln that his failures 
and his defeats and setbacks were 
the raw material out of which he 
sculptured his immemorial suc­ 
cesses. 
For had he been born in 
the lap of luxury the odds are a 
million to one that we never would 
have had “our” Lincoln. 
It was 
because of his struggle against ter­ 
rific odds that his sturdy soul grew 
to such noble proportions. It was 
because of his background of pov­ 
erty that sympathy for the poor 
was so magnanimously natural for 
him. 
It was because of the scan­ 
tiness of his early opportunities 
that he learned to make the most 
of every opportunity. 
In short, 
the spirit in him that turned stum­ 
bling blocks into stepping stones 
gave us Lincoln. 
Borrowing the material from 
Mary Alkus out of which to task 
together a pertinent interrogation, 
let me ask: “What are you carry­ 
ing around under your hat?”

Expert Shotes Great 
Form in Winning

Every sport has its enthusiasts 
who devote hour upon hour to the 
volunteer work that makes it pos­ 
sible for others to enjoy them­ 
selves.

In v ievv of the compactness of 
today's homes, and the open plan­ 
ning vvhieh in many of them makes 
til*’ kitchen part ot tin- dtning-liv- 
ing-inom. control of grease, grime, 
vapor and cooking odors is all im- 
pnrtant. To find methods of keep­ 
ing tin- kitchen and home cleaner, 
extensive tests of wall and floor 
finishes and ventilating systems 
have tx-on conducted. 
In these tests, engineers have 
found that til*’ host location for a 
ventilating tan is directly above 
the stove, no more than two feet 
aixive the burners.

Vcntilating Fan Is 


Besl 0 \ er Stove 


In view of the compactness of 
today’s homes, and the open plan­ 
ning w hich in many of them makes 
the kitchen part ot the dining-liv- 
ing-room, control of grease, grime, 
vapor and cooking odors is all im- 
portant. To find methods of keep­ 
ing the kitchen and home cleaner, 
extensive tests ot wall and floor 
finishes and ventilating systems 
have been conducted. 
In these tests, engineers have 
found that the best location for a 
ventilating fan is directly above 
the stove, no more than two feet 
above the burners. This catches 
the heat, odors and vapors at 
their source. Very low efficiency 
resulted when a fan was placed in 
a window or in a wall across the 
room from the stove. T h e grease 
and moisture laden currents were 
dissipated 
considerably 
before 
reaching the fan and most of the 
g rea se and moisture was deposited 
on walls and floor. 
Snruxith walls and smooth-sur­ 
faced. grease-resistant floors were 
found to collect less grease and 
dirt lhan surfaces with rough fin­ 
ish. Washable paint or paper on 
the walls was quickly wiped clean 
with a damp cloth, while the col­

Foundation Is 
Major Factor 


The foundation is the most im­ 
portant part of the house.

1 
If the house has a basement, it 
should have poured concrete foot­ 
ings lor basement walls, and wood 
or metal forms should be used to 
hold the concrete while it sets.

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THE PRIMARIES EYEWASH? 
Not long ago President Truman called for 
nomination of presidential candidates by 
direct national primary—in other words, by 
vote of the people. Now he has assailed the 
existing system of presidential primaries as 
eyewash. 
There’s no question that this system falls 
far short of the ideal. Its limitation to just 
lb of the 4S states is enough alone to han­ 
dicap it. 
But more than that, the primary laws of 
those lh states are so varied and complex as 
to confuse the real meaning of the expres­ 
sions of popular sentiment they elicit. 
Still, it's hardly fair to dismiss them all 
as eyewash. 
An incumbent president cer­ 
tainly can get another nomination from his 
party without resort to primaries, as Mr. 
Roosevelt did in IAU*. 1910 and 1941 and 
Mr. Truman did in 1948. 
But that is a reflection of the prime politi­ 
cal fact that a president is the most pow­ 
erful man in his party so long as he holds 
office and shows any intention of keeping it. 
An opposition candidate, however, is in no 
such commanding position except in the rare 
instances when he stands out in his own 
party 
and 
no 
serious 
contest 
develops 
against him. 
When that is not the case and a real fight 
does shape up. the primaries can l>e strongly 
influential and even decisive in either deter­ 
mining the ultimate nominee or ruling out 
a particular candidate. 
In 1941 the late Wendell Willkie an­ 
nounced that he would base his decision 
whether to sock renomination on the GOR 
ticket 
on the results of the Wisconsin 
primary. 
When ho was roundly beaten, he with­ 
drew from the race. 
During the spring of 1948, Harold Stas- 
sen was riding the crest of primary triumphs 
in Wisconsin. Nebraska and Pennsylvania 
and seemed headed for a victory in Oregon. 
It was being widely predicted that such a 
result would give Stassen an overwhelming 
edge for the 
Republican 
nomination 
at 
Philadelphia. 
At this point Governor Dewey went to 
Oregon, made a whirlwind tour and then 
out-pointed Stassen in a radio debate broad­ 
cast nation-wide. Dewey captured Oregon, 
and Stassen’s star faded. 
Dewey’s comeback and winning of the 
nomination a second time is generally con­ 
sidered to have started with the Oregon 
primary. 
The story may well be the same in 1952. 
General Eisenhower, Senator Taft, Gover­ 
nor Warren and Stassen are completing, and 
all but Warren arc now entered in two or 
more primaries. 
Results could be decisive, especially for 
Eisenhower, 
whose 
backers 
count 
most 
heavily upon the general popular support 
they claim for him. 
If. for example, he should lose—or win 
by a shaky margin—in the March ll New; 
Hampshire primary, Eisenhower would have 
an extremely rocky load thereafter. 
For there the GOP administration is be­ 
hind him and he is considered to have every 
advantage. 
By the same token, a bad showing for 
other candidates in states where they are 
rated strong would put a crimp in their 
presidential plans. 
The primaries eyewash? No one who re­ 
members the Republican results of 1944 and 
1948 and sees the 1952 outlook clearly can 
credit Mr. Truman 
with 
more than a 
half-truth.

While most ot us get a smile out of the above 
incident, 
nevertheless doing without 
dessert 
or 
other much liked lood is lar from being a laughing 
m atter to the overweight on a diet 
It is this e x tia amount of rich and unneeded 
food that so greatly tem pts the overweight, par­ 
ticularly since he or she is hungry all the time. 
A simple met nod ot ru ttin g down the appetite 
is to eat some starchy food about two hours before 
mealtime. A banana, a glass of orange or grapefruit 
juice, a couple of lumps of sugar or a chocolate 
bar, eaten at I l a . rn. and 4 p. rn., will take aw ay 
the tooling of hunger and give energy to work or 
play till the meal hour arrives. I have spoken be­ 
fore of the students of a large university who con­ 
sumed ROO to 1,200 chocolate bars at 4 p. rn. before 
they played football, basketball, hockey or other 
games. They used up these starch foods and had an 
ordinary, not a large, appetite for their evening 
meal. 
Year* ago when the overweight w anted to re­ 
d u c e weight, he put on a heavy sw eater and did 
hard physical work or played strenuous games. 
U nfortunately, this method of exercising to reduce 
weight is not as popular as it was, because nutri­ 
tion experts point out that much exercise must be 
taken to get rid of even a half pound of weight. 
Food experts tell us that “for the average person 
a walk of one mile at the rate of 2 miles per hour 
leads to the use or expenditure of IOO extra ca­ 
lories.” Therefore to lose two pounds of fat tissue 
by this tv pc of exercise alone, the average person 
would have to walk IO extra miles a day for a week 
without increasing the food intake. 
While it is adm itted that reducing the food 
intake is easier than taking exercise, the individual 
who takes exercise to reduce weight trades useless 
fat tissue for muscle tissue and not only feels 
stronger but is stronger physically and more will­ 
ing to take exercise. W hen the individual is unable 
to take exercise, then reducing the fowl intake is 
the easiest way to reduce weight.

At this point Governor Dewey went to 
Oregon, made a whirlwind tour and then 
out-pointed Stassen in a radio debate broad­ 
cast nation-wide.

TIIE AMERICAN LEGION 
To many Americans who do not belong to the 
American Legion, it has had the reputation of be­ 
ing a hell-raising organization which once a year 
takes over a town, marches all over the place, 
breaks the furniture in the hotels and generally 
provides good cheer. 
This side of the Legion is more pleasing to some 
veterans of World War I than it is to the young 
men of World War II. who look at the world 
through different eyes and who realize that their 
country has suffered its first defeat. In fact, al­ 
though in the past the politicians and permanent 
jobholders in the Legion have kept older men at 
the helm, the tendency in recent years has been 
to give the newer elements a chance. 
The present National Commander, Donald R. 
Wilson, is only 31 years old and a brilliant lawyer 
and orator. Although a National Commander lasts 
only one year, it is refreshing to the outsider to 
witness the new type of leadership which he pre­ 
sents. His advocacy of the Legion as a spiritual 
force, his "Rack to God” movement, his speeches 
in which he calls for a return to church attend­ 
ance. is giving to the Legion new stimulation that ¡ 
is attracting widespread, favorable attention. 
The Legion is important. An organization of 
3,000.000 members can accomplish much in the re­ 
construction of our country. The change, for in­ 
stance, in the cha.acter and make-up of the 
"American Legion Magazine,” under the direction 
of James F. O’Neil gives the Legion a status as an 
intellectual and social force which it had not had 
before. 
This magazine has been publishing articles of 
special significance in the fight against Commu­ 
nism. In fact, some of these articles were such as 
frightened the 'ditors of national magazines who 
prefer what they call non-controversial topics. 
Many ol them publish articles and stories by well- 
known Communists and fellow-travelers on the 
assumption that they are not controversial, a con­ 
clusion that would not pass even elementary logic. 
Such articles as "Did the Movies Really Clean 
House?” by J. R, Matthews; "How the Reds In­ 
vaded Radio." by Louis Budenz; "Terror by Law," 
by George N. Craig; "Why You Buy Books That 
Sell Communism." by Itvne Corbally Kuhn, and 
"Our New Privileged Class." by Eugene Lyons, are 
among an important series of articles which is 
making magazine history. It just shows what a 
fearless editor can do in a field where so many 
fear to tread. 
The Legion also maintains a National American­ 
ism Commission which provides a monthly news 
service of very great value. A special research 
staff under th^ direction of Karl Baarslag. a former 
naval intelligence officer, has produced a vast 
amount of valuable data in brochure form. This 
is now issued in a pamphlet entitled "The Firing 
Line," and is widely used by persons outside the 
Legion who are interested in the subject. 
In this field no national organization is doing a 
comparable work. In the motion picture field, 
those who are studying the problem admit that the 
greatest fear of the motion picture produces* is 
the American Legion. Their opposition to a pic­ 
ture nocause of its content or because Communists 
have hail a part in the making of it ran kill the 
box-office.

The American Legion and the Catholic War 
Veterans have played a notable role in cleaning up 
this industry, although thus far neither has been 
very successful with radio or television, both of 
which are Infested by Stalin’s little creatures.

Hollywood tCalifornia) Post No. 43 took the 
lead in advocating a picketing resolution which, if 
widelv adopted, may drive the final nail into the 
coffin of Communist hopes of using the movies for 
subversive purposes or to raise funds from the em­ 
ployment of its members in this industry.

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PROBLEM OF OVERWEIGHT 
An item in a recent number of a monthly maga- j 
ztne recorded the occurrence of a near-collision be. I 
tween a five-ton truck arid a small car. The lady I 
driving the small car was overweight and when j 
asked what her thoughts were as she was appar- ¡ 
cnti\ about to be killed, she said, "I was sorry 1 1 
had not eaten my dessert at lunchtime." 
While most ot us get a smile out of the above 
incident, nevertheless doing without dessert or I 
other much liked food is lar from being a laughing 
matter to the overweight on a diet. 
It is this extra amount of rich and unneeded 
food that so greatly tempts the overweight, par­ 
ticularly since he or she is hungry all the time. 
A simple method of cutting down the appetite 
is to eat some starchy food about two hours before 
mealtime. A banana, a glass of orange or grapefruit 
juice, a couple of lumps of sugar or a chocolate 
bar, eaten at 11 a. m. and 4 p. m.. will take away 
the feeling of hunger and give energy to work or 
play till the meal hour arrives. I have spoken be­ 
fore of the students of a large university who con­ 
sumed 800 to 1,200 chocolate bars at 4 p. m. before 
they played football, basketball, hockey or other 
games. They used tip these starch foods and had an 
ordinary, not a large, appetite for their evening 
meal.Years ago when the overweight wanted to re­ 
duce weight, he put on a heavy sweater and did 
hard physical work or played strenuous games. 
Unfortunately, this method of exercising to reduce 
weight is not as popular as it was, because nutri­ 
tion experts point out that much exercise must be 
taken to get rid of even a half pound of weight. 
Food experts tell us that “for the average person 
a walk of one mile at the rate of 2 miles per hour 
leads to the use or expenditure of 100 extra ca­ 
lories." Therefore to lose two pounds of fat tissue 
hy this type of exercise alone, the average person 
would have to walk 10 extra miles a day for a week 
without increasing the food intake. 
While it is admitted that reducing the food 
intake is easier than taking exercise, the individual 
who takes exercise to reduce weight trades useless 
fat tissue for muscle tissue and not only feels 
stronger hut is stronger physically and more will­ 
ing to take exercise. When the individual is unable 
to take exercise, then reducing the food intake is 
the easiest way to reduce weight.

“What method oí scoring do you 
use in a Canasta tournament or in 
a progressive gam e?” several c o r-! 
respondents have asked. 
The best method I know of is to | 
start each round with a score of 
1400 for both sides. 
In this way, 
both sides start with a required 
count of 50 points. 
As the round 
goes on, however, they go up to 90 
and 120 points very rapidly. 
A round usually lasts a set time, 
rather than a set number of hands. 
When time is called, everybody 
gets one more chance to play, and 
then 
the 
hand 
is scored even 
though perhaps nobody has melded 
out. 
At the end of each round, the 
score of each side is counted in 
the usual way. 
Then the score of 
the lower pair is subtracted from 
the score of the winning pair. The 
winners take the difference as a 
plus; and the losers take the dif­ 
ference as a minus. 
For 
example. 
suppose 
the 
Smiths have 4500 and the Browns 
have 3890 at the end of a round. 
The difference between the two 
scores is 610 points. 
The Smiths 
write plus 610 on their score; the 
Browns write down minus 610 
points.
